the ordinary works of material life. We 
want a knowledge of God that will fill 
with awe, and yet save from terror ; that 
will induce continual caution, antt yet 
create perenial love. We want a system 
that humbles without degradation, and 
exalts wiihout inflating; that offers par¬ 
don without encouragement to sin, and 
grants salvation as a boon, while it offers 
it as a reward to the laborious. These 
and many other requisites to our natural 
and moral condition, we find in the reli¬ 
gion of the Bible.” 

A Journey Through the Air. 

M. Godard and lady, aeronauts, lately 
took up three gentlemen with them in 
their balloon from Philadelphia, at 4 1-2 
p.m, to the height of $13,000 feet. In 
little more than half an hour the party 
descended near Chester, and became the 
guests at supper of Mr. Felton, President 
of the Philadelphia, Wilmington and 
Baltimore Railroad—formerly of the 
Fitchburg road—leaving their balloon 
tied down. After supper the balloon had 
lost so much buoyancy by the night air, 
that two of the passengers remained, 
while the rest of the party went up and 
on, riding aloft by moonlight, till they 
came over Wilmington, where they de- 
scended^and shook hands with some of 
its inhabitants. They again ascended, 
and landed about ten o’clock at North¬ 
east, Cecil county, Md., having traveled 
60 miles, and stopped two and half hours 
for refreshments.

The Time for Matrimony. 


The most proper time for matrimony 
has been much discussed, but never set¬ 
tled. I am entitled to my opinion ; and 
although I cannot here give) the grounds 
on which it rests, the reader^iav take it 
for granted that I could adduce, were this 
the proper place, a great number of weigh¬ 
ty reasons, both moral and physical, for 
the dogma which I am going to propound. 
The maxim, then, which I would incul¬ 
cate, is this; that matrimony should not 
be contracted before the first year of the 
fourth septennial, on the part of the fe-. 
male, nor before the last year of the same, 
in the case of the male. In other words, 
the female should be at least twenty-one 
years of age, and the male twenty-eight 
years. 

That there should be seven years differ¬ 
ence betwen the sexes, at whatever period 
of life the solemn contract is entered 
upon, need not be urged, as it is univer¬ 
sally admitted. There is a difference of 
seven years, not in the actual duration of 
life, in the two sexes, but in the stamina 
of the constitution, the symmetry of the 
form, and the lineaments of the face.— 
The wear and tear of bringing up a family 
might alone account for this inequality ; 
but there are other causes inherent in the 
constitution, and independent of matri¬ 
mony or celibacy. 

In respect to early marriage, as far as 
it concerns the softer sex, I have to ob¬ 
serve,—for every year at which the hy- 
menial knot is tied below the age of tiVen- 
ty-one, there will be, on an average, 
three years of premature decay of the 
corporal fabric, and a considerable abbre¬ 
viation of range of human existence. It 
is in vain to point out instances that seem 
to nullify this calculation. There will 
be individual exceptions to all general 
rules. The above will be found a fair 
average estimate. On the moral conse¬ 
quence of too early marriages it is not 
my intention to dilate; though I could 
adduce many strong arguments against, 
and very few in favor of the practice. It 
has been said that ‘matrimony may have 
miseries, bat celibacy has no pleasures.’ 
As far as too early marriage is concerned, 
the adage ought to run thus : “Marriage 
must have miseries, though celibacy may 
have no pleasures.’ 

The choice for a wife or husband is 
rather foreign to my subject, and has oc¬ 
cupied much abler pens than mine, to lit¬ 
tle advantage. My own opinion is that 
were the whole adult population register¬ 
ed as they came of age, and each person, 
male and female, drew a name out of the 
urn, and thus rendered matrimony a com¬ 
plete lottery, the sum total of happiness, 
misery, or content would be nearly, if not 
exactly, the same as upon the present 
principle of selection. This, at first sight 
will appear a most startling proposition ; 
but the closer we examine it, the less ex¬ 
travagant it will be found.— Dr. John¬ 
son's Economy of Health.

A Great Bridge. —A suspension 
bridge is to be built across the Mississip¬ 
pi at St. Louis, to be eighty-four feet 
above high water mark, and more than a 
mile in length. The greatest distance be¬ 
tween towers will be eighteen hundred 
feet, and the foundation of some of the 
towers will be sixty feet below the sur¬ 
face of low water. Mr. J. W. Bissell, of 
Rochester, N. Y., has received the ap¬ 
pointment of engineer. The bridge is 
expected to cost not less than two mill¬ 
ions of dollars.

THREE SUICIDES. 

A mad, miserable fool, debauched and 
ruined in body, mind and estate, cut his 
throat. Horrible ! said everybody ; what 
a wretched victim of his own folly ! and 
the mangled corpse was put out of sight 
and the poor man’s name was forgotten 
as quickly as might be ; remembered with 
a shudder, if at all, even by those nearest 
and dearest to him. 

A thr.ving and enterprising man, young 
and strong, went into business at an un- 
'Coramonly early age. His devotion to his 
occupation could not be too highly praised. 
Early and late he was groping among his 
books and accounts, hurrying about to 
see this or that man, or plunged deep in 
the calculations and figurings of a far- 
ahead speculation. He took no vacations, 
he hardly ate, he gobbled or bolted what¬ 
ever he inserted into his stdoiach as you 
may see a grim fireman sfiovel square 
junks of coal into the hot steamboat fur¬ 
nace door. He rose early, he retired late. 

He did “chew,” but it was tobacco, not 
■victuals ; and he found that the harder he 
thought, the more he chewed, for the 
stimulus of the nasty weed served to 
goad along his weary brains. 

Very .good. He grew rich and respect¬ 
ed. He also grew crooked and sallow, 
cross, and lean ; and his breath—faugh ! 

He died, aged thirty-nine. They had 
a very elaborate funeral and buried him 
magnificently ; for he had already, as the 
8tatirist said, “a very pretty fortune to be¬ 
gin the next world with and, doubtless, 
when the porter of the heaven’s gate 
.spies a soul not all bare and naked, but 
with a hearse clattering along behind it, 
and plenty of people in hacks at five doU 
lars each, he gets up and admits that soul 
into Paradise with a low bow, and no re¬ 
quisition for a ticket of admission what¬ 
ever. 

He had killed himself, however; but 
it was respectable because it took almost 
twenty years to do it. A suicide, not for 
•desperation, but for selfishness. 

There was a slender, eager, bright-eyed 
youth, a student. He studied as ambi¬ 
tious students do; silting all day, some¬ 
times all night, over his books. He ate 
good greasy boarding house victuals and 
swallowed the draught ridiculously called 
coffee. He neither rode nor walked, nor 
swam, nor boxed nor sawed wood. He 
took the “valedictory” at college ; and 
then, with the divine fire of love for men 
burning in his breast, and another de¬ 
structive fire burning there too, and show¬ 
ing its red signal on his cheek,he went out 
to more studies, and in due time became 
the wonderful young minister of an al¬ 
most worshipping congregation. For a 
year or two he sustained the labor of 
some pastoral duty, and of his sermon 
writing and delivery, and his labor was 
effective, both because he was earnest in it, 
and because his increasing death-like look 
added a horrid power to his aspect and de¬ 
livery, - that quite charmed and overcome 
th§ young ladies especially. 

But he died; and what a flaming obit- 
mary upon the ignorant boy ! He had 
•“given his life to save souls was a mar¬ 
tyr to his ardent benevolence ; an affect¬ 
ing spectacle of the power of the spirit¬ 
ual over the earthly ; and his early death 
was a “most mournful and mysterious dis¬ 
pensation of that Providence which had 
thus snatched away a most beloved min¬ 
ister from a bereaved congregation.”— 
The fool! as if he could not have done 
more of the work he honestly desired to 
do if he had lived longer ! “Mysterious 
dispensation !” Yes, truly, as mysterious 
as if he had died upon being shot 
through the head ! 

Oh, ignorant, bereaved congregation 
and mourning frienfls; this wonderful 
young man was a slow suicide, by a well 
meant but frightful ignorance of the dear¬ 
est laws of health. 

A suicide is as foolish, as fatal, and as 
wicked, if it takes ten years as if it takes 
only a moment; and the swelling and 
wriggling of the poisoned wretch, the 
spouting blood of the gaping wound, are 
not, abstractly, a whit more horrible than 
the slow drying up and wasting, the grad¬ 
ual deformities of the ten and twenty 
years over which so many self-murderers 
spread their deliberate proceedings. 

—When the veil 
of death h.ns been drawn between us and 
the objects of our regard, how quicksighted 
we become to their merits, and how bitterly 
do we then remember words or even looks 
of unkindness which may have escaped in 
our intercourse with them!—Hot* careful 
should such thoughts render us.

On Monday of last week Dr. Bogardus 
came to the city and put up at the Girard 
House, in Chambers street; and on retir¬ 
ing, complained to Mr. Davis, with whom 
he was well acquainted, that he was quite 
unwell. The following day, not feeling 
able to leave his bed, Dr. Sayre and other 
eminent physicians were called in and 
consulted. After several days’ attend¬ 
ance, they came to the conclusion that 
there wife something more than disease of 
the body in the case of their patient, and 
they intimated to him the fact,where upon 
Dr. Bogardus frankly informed his medi¬ 
cal advisers that he was deeply attached 
to a young lady, to whom he was to be 
married on Tuesday ; that their marriage 
had been twice frustrated by death, and 
he now feared that his own illness would 
prove a third, interposition to his happi¬ 
ness. 

Dr.' Sayre perceiving the sad effect 
which the fear of another disappointment 
had upon his mind, suggested the propri¬ 
ety of sending a telegraphic despatch to 
Miss Hamilton to come to New York 
without delay, for the purpose of carrying 
out the wishes of Dr. Bogardus. The 
despatch was accordingly sent, and Miss 
Hamilton arrived about 4 o’clock on Sun¬ 
day morning, and as early as possible 
some of their friends, residing in Newark 
were sent for to attend the marriage cere¬ 
mony. At 1 o’clock the same day.Dr. 
Sayre visited his patient, and found him 
so much better that he considered that it 
would be unnecessary for him to attend 
again. At half past 2 o’clock the parties 
were united, and Dr. Bogardus expressed 
his thankfulness in being able to carry out 
his intentions of marriage to the lady in 
question. Their friends then retired for 
a few moments for the purpose of partak¬ 
ing of some refreshments. He then re¬ 
marked that he felt so much better that 
he would get up, and at once proceeded 
to raise himself in bed ; his bride per¬ 
ceiving his efforts to rise, went to assist 
him, only to discover that he was expiring 
in her arms. She instantly sprang to the. 
bell and rang for assistance; but before 
their friends could reach the room he was 
a corpse, and yesterday afternoon his re¬ 
mains were taken to Kingston on board 
the steamer North America, for interment.

A Second Jack Shepard. 

George W. Townsend, who was sentenc¬ 
ed to two yenrs in the Delaware State Prison, 
at Newcastle, for robbing the Post Office 
at Wilmington, Delaware, has succeeded in 
breaking jail again. This is the fourth time he 
has escaped from this prison. The first time, 
while in prison nwuiting his trial, lie broke 
jail and let out three other prisoners; on the 
same night there were some six or seven 
stores broken into in Wilmington. Short¬ 
ly after this escape, Townsend was recog¬ 
nized und arrested in Philadelphia, and a 
portion of the goods taken from the stores 
was found on his person ; lie also had on 
his person five pistols heavily loaded, and a 
lnrge dirk-knife. 

In a few days after lie was lodged in the 
old quarters lie again escaped from his cell, 
and had reached the top ofthe wall, and was 
in the act of jumping down on the outside, 
when he was discovered by the Sheriff— 
The Sheriff fired at him and ha was cap¬ 
tured. Shortly after this second attempt to 
escape his trial came off Before he was 
sentenced he made a strong appeal to the 
court lor clemency ; that he was sorry for 
what he had - done ; would reform, &c.— 
About a mouth after lie was sentenced he 
made his third escape from the prison ; this 
time lie let out two other prisoners with 
him and, on the same night the Post 
Office at Wilmington was rubbed. This 
timu he was recognized by the conductor, 
while in the cars, between Wilmington and 
Chester. The conductor locked both ends 
ot the car, and when they reached Chester 
an officer wqs procured, aud Townsend 
was again arrested. One of the persons lie 
had let out of prison, named “Oyster Char¬ 
ley,” was witli him in the cur, and he was 
arrested. 

Townsend was taken hack to- the prison, 
and this time, to make sure of him, he was 
put in double irons, which means liuudetiffs 
and hobbles, or leg irons. Ho was locked 
in his cell and closely watched. Notwith¬ 
standing all this precaution, he again 
effected another aud u fourth escape on Fri¬ 
day night last. This time he had filed or 
sawed off his handcuffs and leg irons, and 
cutting a hole through the oak fl«or of his 
cell, he descended into a room below, from 
there ho got into the prison yard, and then 
scaled the wall, which is about twenty feet 
high. Ilia feats will rival those of Jack 
Shepard or Sixteen-String Jack. He is cer- 
tuinly the most successful jail-breaker this 
country has produced, and while he is 
now at large will no doubt improve on his 
past experience. Townsend is a young 
man, about 19 yenrs of age, about 5 feet G 
inches high, well and company built, light 
hair und complexion, and blue eyes.— Phila¬ 
delphia Ledger.

Marriage is becoming a luxury to men 
in the United States. The cost of provis¬ 
ions, the wages of labor, the rent of dwel¬ 
lings, the cost of necessaries and of luxu¬ 
ries, added to the unrelenting pressure 
upon people in respectable society to dress 
richly and furnish showily, make the inev¬ 
itable price of a family far out of reach of 
the salaries and incomes of most of the 
young. Of the effect on the morals and 
character of a state in which wedlock is 
prohibited, it is unnecessary to enlarge. 
By reading or by travel we arc all familiar 
with it in France and in Austria. Pru¬ 
dence and custom forbid marriage in the 
former country, where there is not assured 
income sufficient to maintain its want and 
social pretensions. In the latter, the 
armed law holds asunder from the relations 
of husband and wife couyles who do not 
possess property guarantees that their chil¬ 
dren shall not become a burthen to the 
| state. In all ranks of its society income 
is the marriage cement of love. 

Marriage may as effectually be prohibi 
ted by the expense of millinery ware and 
house furnishing, as by a police regula¬ 
tion. If those modern Athenian statistic- 
I ians will stand with their note-books be¬ 
side their marriage’ altar for two years to 
come, they will have to record a steadily 
diminishing worship at the shrine. If old 
maidhood be, as many say, an evil, the

It seems to us that the claims of Music, 
as a part of the education taught in our 
Common Schools, has not been as distinct¬ 
ly recognized as we could wish, although 
much has been said and will be said res¬ 
pecting the importance of education for 
all classes. But a great many persons 
are not aware of the power that music has 
on the moral education—how it developes 
i the moral nature and elevates it for those 
higher excellencies for which we are capa- 
I ble is quite beyond our conception. There 
is nothing so harmonizing, or that will 
produce such a tranquillizing influence 
upon a school as music. By it we have 
seen the most discordant school, made one 
of the pleasantest and most agreeable 
places that we ever visited. As music is 
the natural language of the soul.it is 
I when the heart and voice are attuned to 
inspiring melodies, that we are brought 
into the most lovely communion of all that 
is spiritual and elevating. We hold that 
I the man or child who has no knowledge 
of or taste for music, is lacking one of the 
most essential means of self-culture. 

So of the family and social community. 
Music may be made to rouse the worst 
passions as well as the best. The trump¬ 
et blast calls armies to the bloody shock ; 
but that is not the music we want for the 
school room or social circle. We want 
music to subdue, soften and tranquilize 
the human soul. We often hear some 
parent say, “ I do not send my children to 
school to learn the art of singing; I send 
them there to read. When we meet such 
a parent we are forced to believe that he 
has neglected one bf the most essential el¬ 
ements of self-culture. We often see a 
man in shurch who will not face the choir 
because he has some personal grudge 
against the leader or some member al¬ 
though he belongs to the church. We 
might hope for such a man, if he ever had 
the moral training, and if his heart could 
be attuned to something lovely and beau¬ 
tiful. Music could drive away the evil 
spirit from the heart of Saul, but Saul 
could in some measure appreciate Music, 
while we are forced to believe this man 
never could. 

We want music which will soothe and 
calm the heart amidst the irritations of 
life which will inspire hope, cheerfulness 
and resolution, faith and courage amid 
difficulties and despondency ; which will 
warm the heart with the love of all that 
is truly good and great. We believe that 
many a Saul in our community, would 
have the evil spirits exorcised from them 
if they could be brought to feel the influ¬ 
ence of music. We believe that no one 
thing will so thoroughly and speedily 
change the character of men ; and there¬ 
fore we would have music taught and 
studied in every school, in every family 
and neighborhood.

. 1856 the sum has increased to $1,640,489. 

I The average pay per montli-of school teach¬ 
ers in 1846 was 31,76; in 1856 the amount 
has increased to 43,05.
